CONTRACTS ACT EXTENDED 
TO FEDERAL HIGHWAY WORK 


Supports Cannon Amendment Making 40-Hour 
Week and Prevailing Wage Mandatory on Roads 
Aided by U. S. Funds; Lowering Contracts 
Subject to the Law to $4,000 Is Also Urged 


To Labor Act Op 


Compulsory Industrial Collective Bargaining 
Units and Jail Sentences for Violators of the 
Act Are Held Unreasonable 


Vigorous opposition to the 
amendments to the national labor 
relations act proposed by the CIO 
and employers’ associations was 
expressed by President William 
Green of the American Federation 
of Labor in a recent address be- 
fore the Saturday discussions com- 
mittee of the National Republican 
club in New York city. 


After criticizing the national la- 
bor relations board for its malad- 
ministration of the national labor 
relations act and explaining the 
constructive amendments to the 
act proposed by the A. F. of L., Mr. 
Green said: 

“Now, I want to make clear the 
position taken by the American 
Federation of Labor with regard to | 
certain amendments proposed and 
sponsored by some employers’ as- 
sociations. We are against them. 
We will oppose them with our full 
strength. And this is our reason 
the purpose of such amendments is 
to weaken and destroy the funda- 
mental principles of the act. The} 
American Federation of Labor be-| 
lieves whole-heartedly in the funda-} 
mental principles of the national 
labor relations act and will do ali 
that lies within its power to pro- 
tect and preserve them. 

“For similar reasons we oppose 
the amendments belatedly  sug- 
gested by the CIO. Perhaps you} 
will remember that only a year ago) 
the representatives of the CIO| 
stormed the capitol and bombard-| 
ed the press with hysterical state-| 
ments to the effect that the Wag- 
ner act was sacred and its admin-| 
istration perfect and that any at-| 
tempt to amend the law was a 
foul and dastardly plot against | 
the workers. Well, today they are 
asking for amendments, too. And| 
what amendments! 

“Let us take a brief look at them. 

“The first would provide jail sen- 
tences for employers found guilty 
by the labor board of violating the 
act. We are against this amend- 
ment because we feel it is con- 
trary to the spirit of the act. It was 
never the purpose or the intent of 
the national labor relations act to 
promote class hatred and _ strife. 
Its object was to bring about in- 
dustrial peace. We do not think 
putting employers in jail will pro- 
mote industrial peace or prosper- 
ity. On the contrary, such an 
amendment would be more likely 
to create fear and apprenhension 
and thus throttle business expan- 
sion. Furthermore, the whole pro- 
cedure would be obnoxious in 
criminal cases.

with the charge that the labor 
board is a prosecutor, judge and 
jury rolled into one and its pro- 
cedure therefore un-American. The 
federal trade commission follows 
the same procedure, and we hear 
no complaints about it. That is be- 
cause it operates in a judicial way 
as a fact-finding body. The labor 
board should function in the same 
manner. It is no more than a fact- 
finding body, and it has no punitive 
powers under the law. The chief 
reason why the labor board has 
forfeited public confidence is be- 
cause it has failed to conduct itself 
in a judicial way. 

But, obviously, no matter how 
completely the labor board is re- 
formed in personnel and attitude, 
its present procedure would be im- 
possible in criminal cases. If some 
of the party comrades in the CIO 
could get this amendment adopted 
they surely would have something 
to write home about—to Moscow, 
I mean. Because if the labor board 
had the power to send people to 
jail, even Messrs. Stalin and Hitler 
would look upon such an agency 
with envy. 

“The second major CIO amend- 
ment would require the labor board 
to fix an industrial collective bar- 
gaining unit in all cases, regard- 
less of the wishes of the workers. 
In my opinion, this amendment is 
just as unreasonable as the other 
one and has just as little chance of 
ever being adopted. 

“In fact, when one analyzes the} 
CIO program of amendments the 
thought inevitably occurs that they 
were not seriously proposed. In-

Labor-Displacing Machinery 
And Low Wages in 
Highway Construction 
“Work on highways

We have no adequate infor- 
mation to show the situation in 
road work over the country gener- 
ally, but such as we do have shows 
amazing contrast between 
wages in road work and standard 
wages under union conditions in 
the same localities. 

“We are no longer living in the 
days when road work was done by 
gangs of unskilled workers, using 
pick and shovel, wheelbarrow and 
hammer. 

“In federal-aid highways these 
have been replaced by huge exca- 
vating machines which do the work 
of scores of men, by giant con- 
crete mixers which take the gravel, 
sand and cement from trucks, mix 
them and spread the finished mix- 
ture on the road all in one opera- 
tion. Stone is no longer pounded 
into place by hand but rolled in 
with a steam roller. 

“Productivity has made enormous 
strides with the introduction of 
these modern machines, the qual- 
ity of labor required has changed 
from the most unskilled to very 
highly skilled, but wages received 
by the workers have by no means 
kept pace. Skilled labor on road 
work is often paid at a rate only 
slightly above unskilled labor in 
the same localities 
Labor Department Report Shows 
Road Wages Are Far Below 
Standard Rates 

“In 1936 the U. S. department of 
labor made a study of work on 
roads and streets in 41 representa- 
tive cities scattered over the entire 
country. This study does not show 
the wages paid for road work in 
the open country, where they are 
very much lower, and it combines 
road work with work on street pav- 
ing. Therefore the wages I am go- 
ing to quote you are higher than 
those which exist over the thou- 
sands of miles of federal-aid roads 
being built across the open coun- 
try. For in the cities, wages on 
road work have been lifted some- 
what by the generally higher 
standards in other industries es- 
tablished by union agreement. 

“Nevertheless, even in cities the

wages paid for road and street 
work show a striking contrast to 
standard rates. For instance, the 
labor department study shows an 
average of 48 cents an hour paid 
to common labor on roads (where 
there is no union contract), as 
against the union wage of 75 cents 
an hour for the same work. 


“The contrast in skilled work is 
even more striking. Bricklayers, do- 
ing work around manholes, re- 
ceived 50 cents an hour which com- 
pares with the union wage at $1.77 
for the same work in road con- 
struction. Asphalt heaters receive 
61 cents when the union wage is 
$1.35 for this work. Other rates also 
show very great discrepancy: 

“Roller operators, 85 cents; union 
wage $1.40. 

“Truck drivers, 
wage 86 cents.

Higher Than Wages On

“In comparing wages for road 
construction with wages paid in 
private industry, it is interesting 
to note that while coal miners in 
1936 received an average of 81

the average on federal-aid high- 
ways was 56 cents. 
“Since 1936, wage increases in 


road work have lagged far behind 


increases in private industry. In

They say all the good things in life are free. That goes for publicity, 
too. We could write reams about the fallacies, the hypocrisy and the 
sinister aspects of the CIO and not do half so good a job as John L. 
Lewis does for us unconsciously every time he opens his mouth to make 
a speech or issue a statement. We ought to put him on our payroll. 

The trouble is that once we started anything like that we would have 
too many candidates. And, besides, we couldn't afford it. But we do 
appreciate the efforts of those who are effecively doing our job for us 
these days. And so, we are going to turn over the column to them this 
week, 


First we want to quote from the statements made at a meeting of 
America (CIO) in New York city, as reported in the New York Times 
of February 8. Mind you, this is the union headed by Sidney Hillman, 
vice president of the CIO. The meeting was held following Lewis’ open 
attacks on President Roosevelt and indignation ran high. Jacob Berko- 
witz, a member of the local, said: 


“The president of the CIO is now playing in the same orchestra with 


mack bill designed to provide more | 
equitable compensation for the mil- 
lions of workers compelled to serve | 
| time in the conscript army of the 
jobless. The conference had re-| 
quested a statement of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor’s position 
on the McCormack bill. 


“The American Federation of 
Labor urges the executive commit- 
tee of the interstate conference of 
unemployment compensation agen-| 
cies to give its endorsement to H. 
R. 7762, a bill introduced by Rep-| 
resentative McCormack of Massa- 
chusetts,” Mr. Green told the con- 
ference. 


“This bill would establish reason- 
able minimum benefit standards 
and provide for a federal re-insur- 
ance fund to aid states whose own 
unemployment compensation funds 
were insufficient to pay benefits 
according to these standards. 

“It would also amend the social 
security act provisions on addi- 
{tional credit allowance, making 
provision for flat reductions to all 
employers in states which provided 
benefit standards better than the 
minimum, rather than for differ- 
ences in the credit allowance for 
individual employers. 

Must Revise Act 

“If unemployment compensation 
legislation is to provide any sig- 
nificant security for American 
workers, the benefit provisions of 
unemployment compensation laws 
must be drastically revised. The 
present benefit provisions of state 
unemployment compensation laws 
are unreasonably inadequate. 

“From fifteen to thirty per cent 
of the workers in insured employ- 
ment are declared ineligible be- 
cause their previous earnings have 
been inadequate—in other words, 
| because they have already suffered 
extensive unemployment. 


“The elimination of these work- 
ers does not, however, serve as a 


benefits to those more 
attached to industry, for, in other 
respects, the state systems are 
equally unsatisfactory. 


“The weekly amounts are piti- 
fully low. In five states over forty- 
eight per cent of the recipients re- 
ceive checks of less than $6.00. 

“In most of the states for which 
figures are available, a majority of 
the recipients exhaust their benefit 
rights while still unemployed. The 
waiting periods, in spite of reduc- 
tions in some states, are still un- 
necessarily long and place an un- 
due burden on the wage-earner’s 
small resources. Finally, states 
have been adding increasingly se- 
vere disqualifications, denying ail 
benefits to workers because of only 
minor infractions, 


“If unemployment compensation 
is to have any place ina long-range 
solution of the unemployment 
problem, we must begin now to 
adopt benefit standards which meet 
the minimum essentials of an un- 
employment insurance program. 

“Such a program would not re- 
quire any additional taxes. Mil- 
lions of dollars collected from the 
present unemployment compensa- 
tion tax have been piling up in 
huge reserves. At the present time, 
for the country as a whole, over a 
billion and a half dollars have

But listen to what Benjamin 
a member of the local’s executive board, said: 

“Fritz Kuhn is in jail, Earl Browder has been sentenced to a prison 
term and the only one left to carry on communist propaganda in this 
country is John L. Lewis.” 


If this weren't enough, Joseph Goodman, another board member in| 
this CIO union followed it up by declaring the members of the united 
mine workers would be “happy” if Lewis resigned as their president. | 
Apparently, the speaker realized the miners couldn’t get rid of Lewis 
any other way. 

Now we turn to the Nation, issue of February 24, and we find an 
article by Kenneth G. Crawford, new president of the American news- 
paper guild (CIO), PP ag Lewis to task for his speech at the American 
Youth congress. . Crawford says: 


“His (Lewis’) beets on the Finnish question has made him a 
figure around whom the forces of the extreme left, badly demoralized 
by Russian collaboration with Germany in Poland and by the subse- 
quent Russian invasion of Finland, can rally.” 


The cream of the crop, however, is an article by Benjamin Stolberg, 


former CIO sympathizer, in the current issue of the American Mercury. 
Mr. Stolberg says: 


“Today Lewis has only one policy: No peace at any price! For almost 
a year he has kept all peace negotiations with the A. F. of L. suspended, 
and in his own inner circles he has vetoed, almost hysterically, every 
possible move towards unity. 

THE STALIN-HITLER-LEWIS PACT 
“His seemingly senseless attacks on the president in January at the 


party even after Stalin’s attack on Finland—everything he does is de- 
termined by his obsession that there must be no unity in the labor 
movement. 

“The fact is that Lewis, who is neither a communist nor a fellow- 
traveler, needs the Stalinists to prevent peace in the labor movement. 
Though he does not ‘follow’ the party line, he ‘parallels’ it. The new 
‘radicalism’ 
entirely by the military necessities of the soviet-nazi allies. But the 
communist program is also Lewis’ program, though his motives are 
simply to prevent peace with the A. F. of L. and to keep power over the 
CIO. It could be shown that almost every issue he raises has been raised 
the same way in the Daily Worker. At no time has Lewis indicted the 
Stalin-Hitler alliance; he has kept mum about the attack on Finland. 
Today he is the hero of the communist party. In the CIO the commu- 
nists mask their activities behind Lewis’ hostility to the administration. 

“The fact is that Lewis cannot get rid of the communists in the CIO, 
for they permeate its entire structure. And he wouldn’t if he could be- 
cause they are his main aids in preventing a united labor movement. 
|But the labor war which he and the communists are deepening impairs 
the strength of organized labor at the time when it most needs strength 
jand unity.” 


Chicago Clerks Gain 
Wage Raise Contract 


Unemployment Payments 
Increase in January 


A slackening in production and 
employment caused a 34 per cent 
increase in unemployment compen- 
sation benefit payments during 
January, the social security board 
reported this week. 

Payments totaled nearly $41,000,- 
000 in January. A weekly average 
of 877,000 workers received bene- 
fits. 

The board noted that, despite the 
34 per cent increase between De- 
cember and January, the benefit 
payments reported by state employ- 
ment-security agencies showed a 
general increase of only 3.7 per 
cent in January, 1940, over the same 
month a year ago. 


NATIONAL INCOME 
UP 12% LAST YEAR 


Although income declined during 
November and December, the total 
for 1939 was 12 per cent higher 
than in 1938, the Alexander Ham- 
ilton institute reported this week. 

The income was placed at $71,- 
704,000,000, practically equal to 1937 
and more than double the figure 


Grocery clerks’ local union of

$500,000 per year.

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JURISDICTION DISPUTES. 
BOB UP IN CIO UNIONS 


Although the CIO publicity bu- 
reau insists that those terrible jur- 
iadiction disputes take place only 
among A. F. of L. unions, the pro- 
ceedings of the recent marine en- 
gineering convention tells a differ- 
ent tale. 

The convention by unanimous

Memphis, Tenn., Hoisting and

American Federation of Labor unions joined this week in 
Washington in a vigorous protest against the justice depart- 
ment’s prosecution of labor unions under the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 

California was represented in the persons of Frank C. Mac- 
Donald, general president of the state building trades council, 
and C. J. Haggerty, president of the state federation of labor. 
Both stated that the criminal indictment of labor unions for re- 
straint of trade was inspired by “political moves and not jus- 
tice.” 

The meeting was called by President Coyne of the A. F. of L. 
building and construction trades department. Representatives 
from all large cities joined in the protest. 

Speaker after speaker concentrated fire on Thurman Arnold, 
assistant attorney general in charge of the anti-trust campaign. 

“We say Mr. Arnold is unfair and is going too far!” shouted 
MacDonald. “Big corporations are subjected to civil suits, 
friendly suits. We resent the discrimination.” 

Six months ago, shortly before the justice department began 
its drive in the building industry, John L. Lewis’ CIO invaded 
the building trades field long dominated by the A. F. of L. 

C. J. Haggerty of Los Angeles demanded to know why the 
justice department did not begin its investigation in the building 
trades until the CIO invaded the field with a rival industrial 
type union.

OPERA-ON-TOUR INJUNCTION REVERSED 
BY NEW YORK STATE APPELLATE COURT 


The right of organized labor, more especially the American 


federation of musicians, to seek 


by lawful and orderly means to 


block the introduction of labor-saving devices as a means of 
preserving the employment opportunities of its members was 
upheld by the appellate division of the supreme court of New 
Yok secently ina hreets tye eee 


decision. 
This decision, written by 
Justice Joseph M. Callahan 


with Justices Townsley and 
Dore concurring, reversed an or- 
der of, and set aside an injunction 
issued by Supreme Court Justice 
Kenneth P. O’Brien. 

In the majority the court enun.- 
ciated the principle that a labor 
union has the right to endeavor to 
prevent the use of any mechanical 
contrivance which would tend to 
cause unemployment. 

It pointed out that the musicians 
were not trying to force the em- 
ployer to use additional features 
which he did not need, but en- 
deavored to compel the use of live 
musicians instead of mechanized 
music. 

Action Is Justified , 

The court recognized that this 

action taken by the musicians is 


tion also has a direct interest in 
the problem, 

The court commented on the 
question of whether labor-saving 
machinery can be considered prog- 
ress, especially where its use de- 
stroys employment opportunities. It 
sees no reason why it is not a legit- 
imate object of working men to 
attempt by lawful means to limit 
what it refers to as “alleged prog- 
ress” when such progress results in 
direct injury to them. 

The court held that both the mu- 
sicians’ and stage hands’ organiza- 
tions had attempted to accomplish 
their purpose by lawful means. 

In his decision, Justice Callahan 
pointed out that the labor union 
had deliberated carefully on the 
effect that the use of “canned” 
music in the theatre and motion 
picture houses would have on un- 
employment among musicians and 
determined to oppose the use of

“The defendants, in order to se- 

cure what they believed to be their 
economic betterment, are endeav- 
oring to prevent the use of a me- 
chanical contrivance which is in 
the nature of a labor-saving de- 
vice,” the court said. “Such conduct 
on defendants’ part is justified as 
a legitimate endeavor of labor, 
even though it results in some in- 
jury to plaintiff.” 
“It is contended by plaintiff that 
the objection to the use of ma- 
chinery is an attempt to arrest 
progress,” he said. “While many 
may deem this to be true, there 
are those who question the fact 
that we ‘progress’ where we use 
machinery to such an extent that 
we destroy the opportunity for 
men to live by employment and 
thus create vast numbers of per- 
manently unemployed. 

“In any event, we see no reason 
why it is not a legitimate object of 
workingmen to attempt by lawful 
means to limit such alleged ‘prog- 
ress’ when it results in direct in- 
jury to them. 

Legal to Prevent 
Unemployment 

“The right to use the concerted 
eftorts of labor to secure employ- 
| ment has long been recognized in 
this state. 

“That the defendant stage hands’ 
union is aiding the musicians’ cam- 
paign by sympathetic action would 
not make defendants’ action un- 
lawful, for the stage hands have a 
direct interest in the subject. The 
economic welfare of both unions is 
closely related to the theatrical 
profession. 
| “The limit placed on union ac- 
tivity is said to be that it ‘cannot 
extend beyond a point where its 
direct interests cease.’ 

“Economic pressure may eventu- 
ally compel the acceptance of me- 
chanical changes, but there seems 
to be no legal reason why those 
who may be injuriously affected 
thereby may not meanwhile make 
lawful and orderly efforts to pre- 
vent or lessen the extent of the in- 
jury to themselves. 

“The defendants are not seeking 
|}to force one who is using ‘live’ 
music to use different musical in- 
struments nor to compel the use of 
;}more ‘live’ musicians. They seek 
the use of ‘live, as against ‘me- 


| chanical’ music.”

About the Census 

Starting April 2nd Americans are 
to be faced with probably the most 
complete census ever taken of a 
whole nation. In addition to the 
regular queries concerning occupa- 
tions, age, sex, nationality, and 
place of residence, information will 
be sought on unemployment, hous- 
ing facilities, manual and technical 
training for work, as well as other 
related problems. 

There will be over 130,000 census 
enumerators in the field. Their job 
is admittedly a tremendous one. 
Organized labor has been respect- 
fully requested by the public rela- 
tions division of the bureau of cen- 
sus to actively co-operate in this 
great work. 

The United States is composed 
nearly completely of workers and 
their families. Being a democracy, 
we can then assume that the 
United States is run or governed 
by the workers, through their 
power to vote for the laws they 
wish and the servants they trust 
to enforce these laws. 

Keeping this in mind, we can 
readily see the great importance 
of this census, complete as it is. 
Data concerning part-time employ- 
ment, wages below the subsistence 
level, children under 16 at work 
throughout the country, women 
forced to work to keep the family, 
in addition to that already men- 
tioned will be obtained. Americans 
will be able to really take “inven- 
tory of themselves, Our legislative 
bodies, now that they will be able 
to see the whole picture, can enact 
laws suitable and capable for cor- 
recting avoidable situations under- 
mining our people and our democ- 
racy. If homes are needed, homes 
will be built. If amendments to the 
wage-hour law are needed, it will 
be amended. Other necessary re- 
forms will naturally result in a like 
manner. 

Unions, too will greatly benefit. 
The statistics that will be made 
available will prove of unestimable 
value to the trade union leaders in 
their deliberations and recommen- 
dations. Trends from one industry 
to another supplanting it will be 
more quickly noticed; consequently 
the unions will be better able to 
advise the young workers as to the 
most advantageous apprenticeship 
courses. For instance, silk versus 
rayon. A catastrophic decline in 
silk of from 424 million square 
yards to 109 million square yards 
took place in the eight years be- 
tween 1929 and 1937, and a conse- 
quent increase in rayon fabrics 
from 66 million square yards to 947 
million square yards occurred in 
the same period. Knowledge of 
such trends, in advance, if possible 
would save untold suffering caused 
by difficult readjustment. 

It is truly stated by Mr. A. W. 
von Struve of the bureau of census 
that, “Careful study of figures of 
this type by the responsible leader- 
ship of the trades unions can help 
to avoid serious crises within the 
confines of such unions as are af- 
fected. It is only through such 
studies, transmitted and adapted 
into trade union policy, that the 
growth of organized labor move- 
ment can continue.”

In response to a request for his 
appearance before the organization 
committee of the central labor 
council of San 
Francisco, Geo. 
Richardson, sec- 
retary of the in- 
ternational asso- 
ciation of fire 


fighters will ap- 
pear before that 
body tonight to support a resolu- 
tion that was passed at last week’s 
meeting contending that the David 
Scannell club of the San Francisco 
fire department is unfair to organ- 
ized labor. 


Since the passing of the resolu- 
tion by the council members of the 
David Scannell club have appeared 
before the council contending that 
the action was unfair in as much 
as the secretary of the fire fight- 
ers’ association had not adopted 
the proper method of approach in 
contacting the David Scannell club 
to get their agreement to becoming 
affiliated with organized labor. 

Secretary Richardson in a state- 
ment said, “I attended two official 
meetings of the David Scannell 
club called for the purpose of al- 
lowing me to speak to them rela- 
tive to the merits of affiliating 
with labor and after the meeting 
was told that the club had voted to 
refer the matter to a referendum 
of the entire membership. Some 
weeks later they informed me that 
another vote had been taken in 
which the previous vote to refer 
the matter to the entire member- 
ship had been revoked and the 
whole matter was laid on the table 
indefinitely.” 

Since this vote several meetings 
have been held to ascertain the will 
of the membership in regards to 
their affiliation with organized la- 
bor and there being no response, 
the central labor council declared 
the David Scannell club a dual or- 
ganization which was detrimental 
to the best interests of organized 
labor. 

Regardless of contentions made 
by the members of the David Scan- 
nell club as to the merits of the 
methods of securing a vote of the 
members thereof or to the criti- 
cism that may have been directed 
at them because of their action in 
refusing to allow the membership 
to vote on the proposed plan the 
fact still remains that the David 
Scannell club did vote “not to affil- 
iate itself with organized labor” 
and any attempt now being made 
to justify this action because of 
criticism since made against them 
should receive little or no support 
from organized labor, as this is ex- 
actly what 99 out of every 100 em- 
ployers do who are opposed to their 
employes being unionized. 
Secretary Arrives In Oakland 

S. H. Shawver, secretary of the 
international fire fighters of Cali- 
fornia will be in Oakland for sev- 
eral days on business connected 
with the state association.

Urge Passage of Bill 

“In almost every state this repre- 
sents an increase beyond the re- 
serves built up before benefits be- 
gan to be paid. To finance the 
present inadequate benefit pay- 
ments requires but a fraction of 
the current income from this tax. 
Nearly three-fifth of the states now 
pay out in benefits less than fifty 
cents for every dollar of income 
that is received. Available figures 
indicate that a _ significant ap- 
proach toward the payment of ade- 
quate benefits can be financed for 
the country as a whole with the 
present income. * * * 

“The state federations of labor 
and central labor bodies of many 
states have already written their 
senators and representatives urg- 
ing that the McCormack bill be 
passed at this session of the con- 
gress. 


“Labor wants the program of un- 
employment compensation to pro- 
vide that reasonable measure of se- 
curity which can be had if the ex- 
isting revenues are. fully used in 
benefit payments and which is es- 
sential to the unemployed worker. 

“The American Federation of La- 
bor calls on the state administra- 
tors to help make the programs in 
their states truly adequate. 

“We enlist your support for the 
McCormack bill, which would re- 
move the competitive disadvan- 
tages of improving benefits, and 
would permit each state to pay 
benefits sufficient to give real se- 
curity to the worker and to busi- 
ness, which would profit from the 
sustained purchasing power un- 
employed workers would then 
have.”
